Patrick Egan,a member of the House, was 
next called. He testified. that he was 
a saloon-keeper.

One Sunday after- 
noon Gates, Cossman and other members came to 
his saloon and asked him to vote in favor of gum- 
wood on Fifth street instead of granite. In turn, 
Mr. Brueggeman, Mr. Alt and Mr. Rooke ques- 
tioned Mr. Egan as to whether they had ever 
been in bis saloon and quarreled about a Dill. 
Witness answered in the negative each time. 
Judge Davis in dismissing the witness said that 
he never understood that it was ln Egan’s saloon 
that the quarrel occurred. 

Mk. 8. c. CLUBB, 

president of the Wiggins Ferry Company, testi- 
ned that he had had no conversation with any of 
the members of the House except the members of 
the committee, who treated him very, kindly and 
passed his bill. No one that he had spoken toin 
the House Sad made a proposition. He knew 
nothing personally about any solicitation. He 
had heard rumors. He did not think 
he would be justified in speaking of rumors. Dr. 
Taussig asked him once if he had any difficulty in 
the Hous®; and said that he had heard that the 
witness had some trouple. The witness replied 
no. The witness would not undertake to 
east a slur on kny man, and would only speak 
of facts within his knowledge. 

Mr. Marriott was called, and asked by Mr.

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Ths Committee of Investigation ot the House 
of Delegates held their first meeting yesterday 
afternoon in the committee room of the House. 
The committee is composed of “Messrs. Davis, 
Slevin, Kaiser, Bruggeman and MacManus. The 
latter was not present. Mr. Marriott, formerly 
Speaker of the House, was the first witness ex- 
amined. He said he knew nothing of any bribery 
of his own knowledge, and he did not pay any at- 
tention to what he heard on the street. He said 
he had heard a number of times that bribery was 
going on, but he couldn't cail to mind who it was 
that told nim. Mr. Marriott was dismissed, and 
M. A. Fanning, a reporter for the Post-Dis- 
PATCH, called. Mr. Fanning testified that he 
had deen told by Mr. W. L. B. G. Allen, of the 
Brush Electric Light Company, that he had been 
approached by some of the members of the 
House on the subject of the electric wire Dill, 
and that these members made a personal and 
direct proposition to him, that for a certain 
consideration they would vote for his bill. The 
consideration was not mouey. Witness did not 
know who these delegates were. Witness gave 
testimony as to what he had heard concerning 
demands for money by delegates on the Sectional 
Dock Company's bill, Wiggins Ferry Company 
bill, Southern Hotel, Union Depot and Forest 
Park Railway bill, Anheuser-Busch switch bill 
and the Schawacker matter. Witneds heard 
that Mr. Schawacker had been given a bundle 
of what he supposed was money, by Warren 
McChesney, and when Schawacker. had found no 
money in the bundle he made a vigorous kick 
about it.

THE MISSOURI RIVER COMMISSION. 

The full Commerce Committee to-day author-

, authorizes the appointment of a committee of 
ree from the army and two from civil life, the 
lary of the last mentioned to be $2,500 each per 
ear.

The House Committee on Pacific Railroads to- 

day concluded their consideration of the pro 
amendments to the Thurman sinking fund 

. rovisions of the act to the 
aasas Pacific, Sioux City, and Pacific and Cen- 
tral branch of the Union Paeific raliroaas, The 
Secretary of the Treasury is authorized to invest 
the 2 funds of each of the subsidized 
companies in the first mortgage bonds of said 
companies, or in avy bonds or securities of the 
United States, in his discretion. Or he may, with 
the assent of the companies, apply the same to 
the extinguishment of the interest on the subsidy 
bonds, the Government to refund the same on de- 
mand if at any time it becomes necessary, in 
order to meet any debts or obligations 
of said corporations prior in zlien a interest.

Senator INGALLS of Kansas, in obedience 
to the commands of his Prohibition constit- 
nents, has introduced a bill to amend the in- 
ternal revenue laws so as to prohibit the 
granting of U. S. liquor licenses and the col- 
lection of U. S. liquor taxes in States which 
prohibit the manufacture or sale of intoxi- 
cating beverages. 

As they ave now sold free from any State 
or municipal tax in the cities of Kansas, the 
effect of the INGALLS bill would be to free 
them from U. S. taxes also, unless the Unit- 
ed States should be far more successful in 
enforcing prohibition in Kansas than the 
State authorities have been. The purpose 
of the bill, however, is to enlist the U. S. lu- 
ternal revenus authorities in the Kansas 
crusade against the liquor dealers. If suc- 
cessful, the effect would simply be to compel 
bibulous Kansans to obtain their fluid luxu- 
ries in demijohns and bottles from other 
States. Then would come the demand from 
Kansas that the power of Congress to regu- 
late commerce between the States should be 
exercised so as to exclude from her borders 
all imports the traffic in which is forbidden 
by her laws. 

Congress will sit down heavily on Mr. 
ING@ALLS#’ bill, seeing very clearly where 
such legislation would soon land us. The 
power to regulate is not the power to de- 
stroy commerce between the States, and any 
Federal! legisiation avowedly in aid of Pro- 
hibition in Kansas would be the next thing 
to allowing Kansas to legislate on trade and 
morais for the whole Union. 

It has been decided again and again that 
the payment of a custom house tax on im- 
ported liquors, or the possession of an in- 
ternal revenue license does not guarantee a 
free market in any State to articles further 
taxed or prohibited by local laws. The local 
authority is free to levy a farther tax on the 
sale or to prohibit the same altogether. That 
is a matter of local police, and when Con- 
gress crosses the line to interfere in behalf 
of it there may be uninvited interference 
against it. When that body undertakes to 
harmonize Federal and State legislation ac- 
cording to the InGaurs Dill it may take a 
notion that the proper way to doit is by nul- 
lifying the peculiar and exceptional laws of 
one or twe cranky states. Those that enact 
impracticabie aws condemned by the public 
opinion of other State sh ould be the last to 
invoke Federal legislation lu such behalf.

The following anecdotes are related by 
some Italian papers. and were gathered 
from the lips of the late Signor Sella bim- 
self. In 1870 Sella was one of the minority 
who voted against ene, 100,000 Italian 
soldiers to assist Napoleon III., and conse- 
quently resigued his post. He was about to 
leave Florence, when Victor Emanuel sent 
for him, and, after saying that it would be 
vile to desert France in her need, warmly 
begged him to keep his post. Sella 
replied that, believing as he did 
that an alliance with France would 
imperil Italy, he could not uudertake wo 
share zuch a serious responsibility. But the 
King insisted, “You will see,” he said, 
„that all will go well, and that we sia!l de- 
rive great advantage from an ailliane e with 
France, hi remain.” “it is impossible,“ 
said Sella. The King was vexed, and ex- 
claimed: In fact, you want the House of 
Savoy, like the Bourbons of Naples, to take 
no part in European affairs. Remember 
that that inactivity was just what caused 
the fali of the, Bourbons.”” “At that time,” 
repiied Sella, a King was fighting against a 
King; vow it isa war between iMation and 
nation. Italy might in one day destroy the 
unity which it has lost so many sacrifices 
and so much blood to ob ain. Think of 
what you do, your Majest-.” Som 
words escaped the irritated King; but, cor- 
recting himself, he ended by saving: “At 
allevents, remain at your post untli a defi- 
nite resolution bas brech taken.” Sella re- 
mained, and, fortunate for Ltaty, the 
100,000 men were never sent. After the de- 
feat of the French and the fall of Napoleon, 
a commission went from Rome to Fiorence 
to present the King with the . the

It gave portions af the 
third act of the “Barber,” with Sembrieh, a 
portion of “Aida,” a chorus of “Dinorah,” the 
fourth act of “Les Huguenots,” and wound up 
with the trial scene from “The Merchant of 
Venice,” in which Mr, Henry Irving and his 
company appeared, A ballet came afterwards. 


It was called “A Farewell” The great event of 
this varted bill was the singing and violin playing 
ot Mme. Sembrich, She introduced the variatious 
of Proch into the “Barber.” They fired her 
audience. The boxes rose at her. he quet 
yelled. She was in superb condition and never 
was a bravurd voice head to better advantage. 
The enthusiastic listeners could not get enough 
of it. They made the Opera House shake with 
these bravos at every cadenza and run. Similar 
enthusiasm was lavished upon Nilsson, whogang 
Bach’s Ave Maria.”

There were piled up in the cloak- room about two 
tons of flowers. Everybody had sent baskets. 
The foyer smelled like the vale of cashmere. 
Even the attaches had sent $50 fur a monster bas- 
ket, the card on which read, From the attaches 
of Mr. Abbey, Who are attached in another 
sense.” People that Mr. Abbey had never heard 
of sent bouquets. It was impossible to get them 
all ou the stage. Then to give an operatic spice to 
the affair the orchestra at 10:30 wanted to 
strike for another week’s salary, seeing that Mr. 
Abbey was not present, and Mr. Copleston only 
squelened it by sending for a policeman, and 
threatening to arrest the first Italian who left 
bis seat. At 12 Oclock the flowers were choking 
all the entrances. Patti had sent a wreath, There 
were harps from the sopranos, in roses; lyres 
from the contraltos, in pinks, and baskets from 
the chorus and orchestra.

OO ERED WITH SHOT-GUNs. 


How a Fafnier Was Robbed of $225 By 
an Alleged Detective. 

George W. Martin, a farmer, left Xenia, Clay 
County, Illinois, to seek his fortune in the grass- 
hopper State two weeks ago, taking with him his 
family and effects in an emigrant wagon. He was 


fairly well off at this time, but to-day he called at 
the Four Courts withouta cent and forty-five 
miles from his family. A short time belore his 
call on Capt. Fruchie he accosted Sergt. Bree at 
the Union Depot, and into his ear poured the 
Story of his misfortunes. Stepping up to the 
ofgcer he sald, “Strauger, I’m arrested by a 
United States detective for coynterfeiting, and 
now he’s disappeared and what am I going to do.” 
He related his story toarep6rter as follows: 
“We were on our way to Kansas, and yesterday 
afternoon we drove through Gray’s Summit, 
Frankiin County, in this State. I noticed some 
men there but we drove on, and about four miles 
further west three meu overtook us on the road. 
Two of them covered us with double-barreled 
shot guns and the third said «he was a 
United States detective and wanted to 
arrest me as answered the 
description of a eounterfeiter wanted in Lilinois. 
We had shooting-irous in the wagon, but I had 
no idea of using them. Well, ee ee me off of 
the wagon and searched me. I had $225, which 
this man took from me. Then they searched the 
wagon, and took me tw a farm-house and kept me 
under guard all night. | was hand-cuffed until my 
Wife usked them to takt the irons off of me. This 
morning the tnau pes me on board the train com- 
ing to thiscity. He then wore a white hat, 
Which he said was buckskin, but afterwards 
he changed it and put ona black hat, and I 
thought this looked suspicious. Some place at 
the outskirts of the city he told me to sit quiet for 
a While, and hewent tothe var door. He did not 
come buck at all, and I arrived alone at the Union 
Depot without a cent in my pocket ana forty-five 
miles away from my famuy, gol durn it.” 

“What did your family consist of?“ 

“My wile, three children ana four mules.’’ 

After hearing this story. Captain 
Fruente said, „Well, I think that 
Was a pretty shrewd piece of work, and I think I 
see through it. This alleged detective went out 
there and announced that he was looking for 
counterfeiters. Farmers have no love for this 
class of criminals, as they are not good judges 
of money, and they are apt to be victimized them- 
selves, Iu this way he enlisted the two shot- 
gun men- Who remained out there, and who, I 
suppose, are honest farmers. After securing the 
money he started for this city with you and 
jumped the train at Grand avenue.” 

The man is described as low and stout, wore a 
black hat, dress coat and gray mixed pants.
